REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Accounts of the 
Intermediate Education Board, Ireland, for the Year ended the 31st 
December 1899; prepared and submitted for the Information of Parliament, in 
pursuance of the 10th Section of the Act 41 & 42 Viet. c. 96, 


Capital Account. 

1. The Seciu-ities shown in the Capital Account of the Board consist of a sum of Cftoital 

1,000,000?. chai'ged upon the Irish Church Temporalities Fund (per Act 41 & 42 Viet. ^ ' 

c. 66, s. 8.), and of Consols in which surplus income has been inrested. 

2. During the year 1899 a sum of 4,470?. 8s. (id. was realised by the sale of 4,400?. 

Consols, and transferred to the Income Account, for tho purpose of providing for current 
expenditure. 

The balance of the Capital Account at the close of the year consisted of the charo-e 
of 1,000,000/. upon the Irish Church Fund, and of 24,069?. lb. 8rf., Consols.

3. The Income of the Intex-mediate Boai-d of Education, Ireland, for the past three 
years has been insufficient to meet its expenditure, and the deficiency has in kch year 
been met by the sale of some portion of the Consols purchased from time to time out of 
the surpluses of prior years. 

In the period of the present Account the expenditure exceeded tho income by 
4,688?. Is. Id., and towards meeting this deficiency 4,400?. Consols were sold and the 
amount realised by tho sale, 4,470/. 8s., transferred from the Capital to the Income 
Account as stated in the preceding paragraph.
